He 
created merriment by his com- 
ments upon “Lady Lovverly‘'s 
Chatter”,

There has been a marked improvement in the 
punctual submission of trade union accounts 
to the registry of trade unions. 


Of the 102 sets of accounts 
received: during the second quar- 
ter, 90 sets were submitted with- 
in a month of presentation to 
members, while eight of the re- 
maining twelve were very 
slightly late, states the Registrar 
of Trade Unions, Mr. R. J. 
Hardy. 


Twenty-two scts were pre- 
pared by professional auditors 
and 80 by approved Jay auditors 
appointed by the unlons, 


The chairmen of three em- 
Ployers’ aroclations were 
prosecuted during the quarter 
and a workers’ union, with a 
record of persistent defaults, 
was given notice of cancella- 
tion of its registration certificate. 


SOME TROUBLE 


“While a steady Improvemen: 
én the standard of accounts Is 
belng maintained, the accounts 
of some unions sllll Icave a 
good deal to be desired,” Mr 
Hardy points out. “It is not 
unknown for detalls of transac-

HE House of Lords re- 
cently staged a brilliant 
debate on Lord Crawford's 
motion deprecating the 
reading of speeches. 

Lord Crawford himself 
rightly asserted that the 
debate in the Lords reached 
a high level, but added that 
the level would be higher if 
peers did not deliver written 
essays and did not confine 
their interests to their own 
essnys. Delicate or detailed 
pronouncements by Minis- 
ters must be read, but for 
the rest, anything more 
than notes meant that 
speakers could not trust 
their own knowledge. 

Lord Snell modestly and 
delightfully pleaded for the 
reader. When Ministers had 
often to be departmental 
parrots, it was better to 
have facts, even selected 
facts, read. He himself 
found it more difficult to 
apeak in the Lords without 
some written straw to 
which to cling when de- 
pressed by the courteous 
boredom and silent resent- 
ment of his audience. This 
almost ecclesiastical silence 
was a fearful damper on 
oratory. It had once been 
organised__in the Commons 
against Mr Winston Chur- 
chill and: even his rhetoric 
suffered. 5
